Borough council last night 


received a group of recom- 
mendations for---changes in the 
zoning ordinance of Aug. 30, 
1 945 from the Planning and 
Zoning commission. 


Councilman set Oct. 7 for a public 


hearing on the changes. The hear- 
ing "will be in borough hall at 8 
p. m. 


The changes, recommended by 


the Institute of i.ocal and State 
Government of the University 
of Pennsylvania to the commis- 
sion and to the council commit- 
tee functioning' -with it earlier 
this Summer, were in two sec- 
tions. 


The first suggested changes in 
the ordinance itself, while the sec- 
ond set forth suggestions for revi- 
sions 'of parts of the zoning map. 


The institute began its survey 


hers the past Spring at the request 
of council. 


Zoning authorities, as well as 


many ^councilmen, felt then .that 
residential and commercial expan- 
sion in Pottstown depended on eas- 
ing 'building restrictions In many 
areas.

- More recently, council's housing 
committee and the citizens' housing 
committee suggested' revising the 
zoning laws as a boon -to home 
builders.

two months leading ten college youths in an experiment in international 
living. His £roup, one of three sent 
into Germany, worked .on. the re- 
construction of a bombed-out 'girls' 
dormitory at the University of 
Munich. 


—The- experiment—«ra s 
con- 


,dupted to give American boys 
and girls a, chance"to foster in- 
ternational understanding and 
good-will by living" and working 
with the people of the countries 
to which they were sent- 


Dr. Weber's group included, 


three veterans who had fought 
through Germany during the war 
and who now were going back toi 
help, repair some of the damage. 
The' group was flown overseas to 
Geneva, Switzerland, and went to 
Munich by Tail.

Munich by dusk with a light ram. 
falling. • The destruction hit you 
right between the eyes," Dr. Weber 
declared. 


He told how the boys' spent the 


first two weeks with their host 
families and then moved to the 
girls' dormitory they were to repair.

If They're Kids Going to School 


Pottstown Junior High school stu- 


dents received a practical lesson in 
economics yesterday, but not in a 
classroom. They met the high cost 
of living face to" face when they 
went to lunch in the school 
cafeteria^ 
•" 


But they were still far better 


off than their parents. By ju- 
diciously selecting their food, 
they could get a good lunch for 
as little as 35 cents, and eat 
their fill for 55 cents. 


-Flushed from the heat of the 


steam table and slightly exhausted 
from the first-day's rush. Mrs. Anna 
DeGiovanni, school dietician, yes- 
terday listed her food increases and 
told how she tries to keep prices 


low for her school family of 876 
students. 
a * * 


VEGETABLES, SOUP and ice 


cream each took a two-cent jump, 
from eight to ten cents, while milk 
jumped one. cent, from six to seven 
cents and meat three cents, from 
12 to 15 cents. 


Platters of meat and two vege- 


tables went, up three cents from 25 
to 28 cents. 


Part of these increases go to 


pay increased salaries, and part 
for napkins and cleaning ma- 
terials, but the major portion 
goes to redistribute the cost of - 
other foods. Sandwiches, for in- 


stance, have not increased in 
price despite the fact that both 
the price of bread and filling- 
have increased tremendously. 


"We have to apply price in- 


creases to other foods because some 
•children can afford only a sand- 
wich. If we boosted those, the chil- 
dren couldn't afford to eat lunch," 
Mrs. DeGiovanni said.

EVEN SUCH a drug as penicillin, 


usually sp_safe under medical adminis- 
tration, and sure in its action against 
germs, has its limitations and draw- 
backs. 


We would naturally expect salves con- 


taining penicillin to be of great value in 
the treatment of skin disorders, because 
in this way a high concentration of the 
drug can be applied directly to the site of 
the infection. 


In_ practice, however, we have found 


that penicillin ointment is not always so 
useful - as we had hoped. In the first 
jplace,. certain strains of germs which 
cause skin infections are resistant to 
penicillin. Even where they are not, the 
patient may develop an oversensitivity to 
the penicillin itself which makes the 
prolonged treatment needed impossible. 


On the other hand, pdnicillin oint- 


ment has been most valuable in curing 
certain skin diseases where the infection 
is confined to the outermost layers of 
the skin. 


One of these is known as impetigo, 


•an infection-which produces blisters that 
break open and form crusts. In one 
series of cases, 58 out of 60 patients were 
cured in seven days by the use of peni- 
cillin ointment. In the two instances in 
which «• cure was not produced, the oint- 
ment was improperly applied or not used 
long enough. Even here, however, the 
patient may become hypersensitive to the

tion is an infection of the roots of the 
hair or of the beard, known as sycosis 
vurgaris. 
Of 15 patients treated with 


penicillin ointment, eight were reported 
cured. 


Another 
skin 
condition 
known as 


ecthyma produces deep-seated sores. This 
disorder may develop following impetigo. 
Boils or furuncles do not respond to the 
local use of penicillin ointment. When a 
person has a number of boils, the in- 
jection of penicillin into a muscle seems 
to give a great deal of benefit. 


Another skin disease treated is one 


known as infectious eczematoid dermatitis. 
This is an inflammation of the skin due 
to the infection, together .with some 
allergy. Of 10 patients treated, five were 
cured in about 30 days' time. 


Penicillin ointment has also been used 


in secondary infections following certain 
skin conditions, such as seborrhea, der- 
matitis, ringworm, and acne. Improve- 
ment may be produced in such cases in 
a few instances. 


It would seem, therefore, that the 


penicillin ointment is effective in curing 
impetigo, thus preventing lesions of 
ecthyma from developing, it is of no 
value in deeper infeetior 
which do re- 


spond to the Injection of penicillin. It is 
suggested that the penicillin ointment bs 
discontinued after sevsn days ii there i* 
no improvement.
